1. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
closest prior art of Kawai et al. discloses to make a composite image from a 
background image, an air scan image, and a live contrast Image to get a region 
of interest. Kawai et al. does not teach to combine an image with a 
medical/surgical instrument to this image to obtain the composite image. 
Specifically, Kawai et al. does not teach, regarding claim 1 and similarly for claim 
34, the features of "acquiring an image (IL) exhibiting at least one instrument 
introduced into one of the vessels of the region of interest; detemriiriing an image 
(Iv) for visualizing by combination of the first and second masks and the image 
exhibiting the at least one instrument; and displaying the image to be visualised 
thus determined," these, in combination with the other claim limitations.
